Quinches, th 
formed intelligible words and phrases, 
and do quickly then perceived that 
the language of the Inscriptions was 
identical with that still spoken by the 
aborigines. The construction of the 
entire alphabet followed and with that 
kef Dr. Le Plongeou has succeeded in 
fully deciphering these hitherto in- 
oompreheusible hieroglyphics. The 
comparison of the hieratic alphabet of 
the Mayas with that of the ancient 
Egyptians reveals a similitude which 
amounts practically to identity. Dr. 
i9 Plongeou furthermore point* out 
lat there exist* a singularly chjse re- 
.eiublauce between the grammatical 
onus and the syntax of the two lun- 
guen, many ot the words and charac- 
ters having a precisely similar mean- 
i ,g in the two languages. Stranger 
still, the initial letters ot the Maya 
names for the various objects which 
constitute the Egyptian alphabet are 
the very letters so represented ; from 
I hi* it would seem, therefore, that 
both of these people at quired the 'art 
ot writing from the same source, or 
that oue of them taught the art to the 
other. 

Dr. Le Plougeon next turned his at- 
tention to the few known MSS. of the 
Mayas which escaped destruction at 
e hands of fanatical Bishop Lauda, 
* \ .iipanied the Spanish invad- 

■ ers. These MSS. are written on 
sheets of parchment prepared from 
deer skin, in the colored characters of 
an alphabet which is supposed 10 have 
been formulated after the invasion oi 
the Xahanlts in the earlv centuries ot 
Christian era. The M*yas are also 
known to have made a species of paper 
from the bark of the mulberry tree by 
a process similar to that employed by 
the Egyptians in preparing the papy- 
rtt*. Of the extant MSS^ the most 
import mil Is that known us Inn Tro 
•an. i MS., which is in the B-itish Mus- 
eum. It is a verv ancient work, deal- 
ing mostly with the subjects of geolo- 
gy and history, and it is furnished 
with numerous illustrations. This 
Dr. Le Plongeou has succeeded in 
transltting. and from it, we learn thai 
in atH-Ienl times the Peninsula of Yu- 
catan was called "Mayax." meaning 
the "first Or primitive land." It gave 
lametothe whole empire of the 
Mayas which extended from Tehuan- 
tepec on the north to the Isthmus of 
Durien on the South, and thus com 
pri .edall those countries which to day 
constitute Central America. The 
chief cities were Uxmal, which 
the c'.ly of government, and 
(Jhiehi.i-Iizi. which was the groat me- 
tropolis and the center of the ancient 
MaVi civilisation, whither came men 
-.t learning from all parts of the world 
In 'he illustrations of the Troano MS 
some of these visitors are depicted a« 
!>»arded men like the ancient Aseyri- 
The ruins of theta cities still 
* xists, and to them Dr. Le Plongeou 
devoted his chief attention 



Few of the hundreds of new games 
that are invented every year become 
popular, says the New York World. 
They may be seen in any toy store by 
the score — lawn games and parlor 
games, games of cards and games of 
ball, games tor young and games for 
old. They are a melancholy sight, 
for not oue of them will ever take the 
place of the old stand-bys of infancy 
and boyhood. Even the names ol 
most of them will never be heard of 
by the majority of American boys and 
gii is. This ij the logic of history. 

Ii seems an easy matter to invent a 
game; the best games are so simple — 
yet a popular game was never invent- 
ed, Every oue ot them lias grown, 
and the best of them have beeen 
growing for a hundred years. Scien- 
tific men (ell us that all sorts of queer 
creatures once lived on this earth — 
great lizards with wings; sea mon- 
sters, half whale, half seal, and rhi- 
noceroses larger than elephants. All 
these have died away because they 
were not fitted to live, while those 
animals that were tit for life have 
gone on growing better and better, 
till some — the horse, for instance— we 
could not do without. It is just so 
with games. Those live that are fit 
to live, and the rest die. 

Our best games form a sort of aris- 
tocracy ; their pedigrees ran back to 
very ancient 'i tries, and no modern 
upstart can compete with them. Take 
base-ball and cricket for instance — 
probably the most popular outdoor 
games of modern times — the one in 
our own country, the other in England 
They are first cousins, and their hold 
on American and English boVS is in 
all probability due to the fact that 
they each unite two strong lines of de- 
scent—that of the bat and ball games 
—to which tennis, lacrosse, hockey , 
croquet, and more distantly, billards 
also belong, and that of the goai gam- 
es, such as tag, puss-in-the-corner, I 
spy, and dozens of others. AH the 
nations we know anything about had 
and ball games ages ago. Nobody 
uted the bat and ball ; they grew 
with our civilization from the 
time when little savages used to 
knock about a pebble or a fruit with a 
stick. So with the goal games— they 
always been popular. Their 
is still legion. The gaol part 
(that is running from base to base) is 
a much more Important part of the 
game in has, -'nil than it is in cricket, 
and for "his reason we Americans are 
justified in looking upon base-ball as 
the better game, all other things being 
■qual. To bo sure, neither base-ball 
tor cricket is the game it was 300 
vears ago. but both have grown, not 
hanged. 

Any one who cIioobcs may trace tho 
growth of cricket from the year 1300. 
It is not so easy to trace the pedigree 
of base-ball, for, just as with a great 
many American families, there is a 
break in the record back in colonial 
times. It is known to have been 
played by the Indians. It is a thor- 
oughly Amen an game, and no one 
lovos it less because some people claim 
rounders as its ancestor and others re- 
ject the claim with loom. 

As for indoor games, we may prove 
their nobility in just the same way 
Chess comes down to us from the an- 
cient Hindoos, by way of Persia. 
Checkers wcro played In Egypt and 
thru In Crceco and Rome. Cards 

1350. and the Chinese say they used 
them two centuries earlier than tlii-. 
Ten pins was certainly in the Thir- 
teenth century, and probably much 
earlier. All these have growu but 
they have not changed their nature. 

Lawn tennis is only an offshoot of 
tho old game of court teunis, said to 
have been brought into Gaul by Ro- 
mmi soldiers and still played. Again 
only a growth not a new device. 
There is halma — only a variation of 
the old pyramid game of checkers 
How about parchesi ? The pompous 
title, "A Royal Game of India," in- 
scribed on the old parches! board, i- 
often thought to have been only an 



ertlslng dmlge, but it was quite 
b. Parchesi, called by the Hindoos 
hisi, is widely played in Asiatic 
utile-, and the Spanish explorers 
n found the Aztecs playing it un- 
der the name of Pstolll, Its Mexico, 
whither it may have been carried 
across the Pacific. 

These and many other instances are 
worth thinking over deeply, for they 
tesch a lesson. If any one !■ tired ot 
the old games and wants something a 
little different, let him alter the old in 
the direction of growth rather than 
try to invent something qutte different 
The most successful luventors of 
games have followed this rule. In- 
deed, U is more than a rule — It is » 
l.tw of nature. You might as well 
try lo please the human palate with 
food made out of sand and sawdust as 
to force a man or boy to get enjoy- 
ment out of a game that does not con- 
tain (he old, well-tried game ele- 
ments.

they are said to have' on hand. The 
head chemist ot a sugar factory at 
China, Mr. E. Turke, was led lo make 
certaiti experiments, of which Ihe new 
sidewalk, a (bousaird feet long, froiir 
the factory to the main atreet, is the 
reeult. The molasses used is a refus- 
ed product, hitherto believed to be of 
no value. It U simply mixed with a 
certain kind of sand to about the con- 
sistency of asphalt, and laid like an 
asphalt pavement. The composition 
dries qu ckly and become quite hard, 
and remains so. The peculiar point 
of it is that the sun only makes it 
drier aud harder, instead of abl toning 
it. as might be expected. A block of 
the composition, two feet long, a foot 
wide, and one inch thick, was submit- 
ted to severe tests and atood them 
well. Laid with an inch or so of its 
edge only resting on supports, it with- 
stood repeated blows of a machine 
hammer without allowing any ( fleets 
of cracking or bending.
